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DETAILED ACTION 



This office action is in response to the submission filed on 9/14/06. Claims 1- 
33,35,36,39-51 ,55,56,58 and 60-73 are presented for examination. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this office action 
can be found in a prior Office Action. 

Claims 1-20,22-33,35-36,39-41,43-51,55-56,60-71,73 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Jiang et al (us pat 6,741,853) in view of Tso 
et al (us pat 6,088,803). 

Examiner took official notice on claims 21 ,42,58,72. 

Jiang and Tso are cited for rejection, in the last Office Action; the citations, which 
are applicable, are hereby incorporated by reference. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/14/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that neither Jiang nor Tso discloses "locally 
stored application, remotely stored, trusted applications and remotely stored, untrusted 
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application" Examiner respectfully disagrees, Jiang discloses a method of provisioning 
the content for the client using the wireless portal middle ware. This wireless portal 
middle ware can connected to different Internet content providers and plurality other 
type of servers (see Jiang col. 8, lines 63-67; col. 9, lines 1-15, also see figure.2 and 
figure. 7). The content locally stored or remotely stored is well known in the art, locally 
(via LAN) access the content or remotely (via WAN) access the content is a well-known 
in the art, moreover, Jiang discloses using wireless LAN (see Jiang col. 8, lines 55). 

Tso discloses the method of scanning data for viruses before giving the content 
to the client. The content can be trusted or un-trusted. 

The combination of Jiang and Tso discloses the invention substantially as 
claimed. Applicant have to consider the combination of references as whole rather than 
against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
